Traders’ show of defiance as 
supermarket set to move in

A fruit seller is remaining defiant despite 
plans for a supermarket giant to move in just 
a few doors down from his family business. 

Sainsbury’s will open a new store in Ham 
Parade later this year, having agreed a deal 
with Barclays to take over the bank’s Ham 
branch, which is closing in June. 

Some traders fear the supermarket’s arrival 
could kill off small businesses in 
parade. 

But Steve Whiting, owner of Ham 
Fruiterers, believes his store could 
benefit from Sainsbury’s presence. 

Mr Whiting, who took over the fami¬ 
ly business from his father, said: 

“From my point of view I don’t think 
they [Sainsbury’s] can compete 
me for quality and price. 

“I know a few other greengrocers 
who have had supermarkets 
come on top of them 
and they said it can 
actually do 
favour. 

“If it brings 
more footfall to 
the parade then 
it might bring 
me more cus¬ 
tomers, and ] 
don’t mind 

standing up 
against 
them.”

“It would devastate the parade. Little shops 
like me will go out of business, simple as that. 

“Barclays obviously don’t care. Losing the 
bank is one thing, but to sell to a supermarket 
is a real kick in the teeth.” 

Barclays will close on Friday, June 27. 

A spokesman for the bank said: “We have 
agreed with Sainsbury’s that they will 
take ownership of the space the 
branch currently occupies. 

“This will ensure that, subject to 
gaining the necessary consents, the 
branch will be replaced by a high 
profile retailer and that an ATM re¬ 
mains in place so that consumers 
will continue to have free access to 
cash.” 

Richmond Park and North Kingston 
MP Zac Goldsmith said he had not given 
up on the idea of getting another bank 
to replace Barclays.

House prices in the borough 
have climbed again this 
month - with the situation la¬ 
belled a “bonkers” market fu¬ 
elled by commuters looking 
for an easy route to central 
London. 

According to property web¬ 
site Rightmove, the average 
Kingston home now costs 
£774,562 - up 4.5 per cent 
from last month and a stag¬ 
gering 17 per cent from last 
March. 

Sellers across the capital 
are getting more than 99 per 
cent of their asking price, an¬ 
alysts Hometrack said, but in 
parts of Kingston buyers are 
willing to splash out even 
more to secure a home. 

Gareth King, sales manager 
at Chancellors in Surbiton, 
said: “It’s bonkers. 

“You have got so many ac¬ 
tive purchasers coming at the 
moment, coming from partic¬ 
ularly Wimbledon and Rich¬ 
mond, where they are being 
priced out. 

“They are paying very good 
money for the area here, 
from what they are used to in 
their local areas. 

“The competitiveness 


comes in and you get the 
bidding scenario. There is 
just nothing else on the mar¬ 
ket. 

“I can only see the prices 
going one way.” 

Mr King said he has sold 
several properties for prices 
higher than what was asked - 
and that 64 people showed up 
to a single open house event, 
for a one-bedroom apartment 


in the Oakhill area. 

On average, London homes 
spend less than three weeks 
on the market. Kingston’s 
homes are the seventh-most 
expensive in the capital. 

Hometrack research direc¬ 
tor Richard Donnell said the 
real drivers of higher house 
prices are record low mort¬ 
gage rates, and strong de¬ 
mand from first-time buyers 


with no property to sell. 

Tougher mortgage rules 
will come into force next 
month, meaning lenders will 
have to make sure buyers can 
afford their mortgage repay¬ 
ments even when interest 
rates eventually start to rise. 

The average rent in 
Kingston is £1,117 a month, 
according to HomeLet’s 
rental index.

The car would have 
been moved right away if 
someone needed the space.”

2,000 affordable homes being considered 


Kingston Council is trying to 
build 2,000 affordable homes 
by 2026 to ease the borough’s 
housing crisis. 

A report to councillors said 
the authority had created 69 
last year and was on target to 
deliver another 98 this year. 


Sites being considered for 
the next stage of affordable 
development include land 
next to Paragon Place in 
Berrylands, in Elm Road, 
Kingston, and in Mount 
Pleasant Road, New Malden. 

Council documents said 


there were no plans in the 
near term for a full regenera¬ 
tion of the Cambridge Road 
estate, but claimed that 
more affordable housing is 
planned in the area. 

Officers estimate 95 new 
homes will fit into 13 sites for 


the 2015-17 development 
plan. 

There is a particular need 
for accommodation for 
young adults with specialist 
needs, as well as vulnerable 
and elderly residents, they 
said.

Three national conservation 
societies are calling for Kingston 
Council to reject the latest redevel¬ 
opment plans for the iconic Regal 
cinema. 

The Cinema Theatre Association, 
the Theatres Trust and the Twenti¬ 
eth Century Society are all oppos¬ 
ing developers CNM Estates’ 
proposals for the historic Rich¬ 
mond Road building. 

The groups’ objections are based 
on plans to subdivide the cinema’s 
art deco auditorium, which they 
believe will “irreversibly harm” 
the Grade II listed building. 

Eva Branscome, from the Cinema 
Theatre Association, said: “The 
Cinema Theatre Association very 
much wants this fine historic build¬ 
ing back in use for the community 
and is not looking to block the de¬ 
velopment and mothball [it]. 

“There is clearly a need for a 
large auditorium in Kingston that 
would suitably and viably meet 
the demands for assembly, arts and 
entertainment. 

“There is no need to subdivide the 
Regal cinema into an odd assort¬ 
ment of uses. 

“The result is a highly damaging 
scheme.”

CNM Estates submitted its appli¬ 
cation to the council in February, 
outlining plans that include an 
8,000sq ft penthouse with concierge 
service, a Curzon cinema, and a 
restaurant run by a celebrity chef. 

But it also claims retaining the 
2,400-seater auditorium is finan¬ 
cially unviable - and proposes split¬ 
ting it into several sections. 

The 1930s cinema would be divid¬ 
ed into a mezzanine lobby bar, a 
children’s play area and a two or 
three-screen boutique cinema. 

The three conservation groups 
fear that by doing so, important 
architectural details will be lost 
forever. 

Ross Anthony, planning adviser 


for the Theatres Trust, the national 
advisory body for theatres, said: 
“The excessive and insensitive in¬ 
ternal subdivision and re-use of the 
existing building will damage the 
architectural integrity and signifi¬ 
cance of the cinema. 

“Many former statutory designat¬ 
ed cinemas are converted 
to other uses - but none, in our 
experience, are so intolerably 
subdivided.” 

Henrietta Billings, from the 
Twentieth Century Society, which 
safeguards British design and ar¬ 
chitecture from 1914 onwards, said: 
“The new scheme will cause dam¬ 
age to the special interest of this 
building and is irreversible. 


“In terms of viability, we remain 
unconvinced that the proposal pre¬ 
sented is the only solution for re¬ 
using and converting this listed 
building. 

“Overall we consider the cost and 
damage to the architectural and 
historical significance of this 
building to be simply too high.” 

The organisations are now 
requesting CNM Estates commis¬ 
sions an independent viability 
study into keeping the auditorium 
as a single space. 

Wahid Samady, from CNM Es¬ 
tates, said: “The reality is there is 
absolutely no demand for an audi¬ 
torium of 2,400 capacity. 

“Neither will the residents in 
Canbury Park Road support the 
idea of 2,400 people being decanted 
from the property in the evening. 

“When the property was market¬ 
ed, and it was marketed high and 
wide, there were no offers that 
came forward that retained the au¬ 
ditorium as a single space. 

“I welcome the news that the rest 
of the development is in line with 
the groups’ expectations, but as I 
have said over and over again - if 
there is a user that we don’t know 
about who miraculously appears 
after all these years and has a fi¬ 
nancially viable plan for the 
auditorium, 
please come 
forward.”

Picturesque spot 

Barbara Webb was only checking a fact in 
her leaflet about the Hogsmill river, 
but ended up discovering the exact spot 
where John Millais painted his famous 
Ophelia. 

The Worcester Park resident, a biologist 
rather than a historian, found the spot in 
the 1990s thanks to Millais’ diaries, tran¬ 
scribed by his son into a book held by 
Bourne Hall library in Ewell. 

She said: “My interest wasn’t really in 
the painting at all to start with, my interest 
was actually in the Hogsmill river. I wrote 
a leaflet walking all the way along it. 

“It was incredible that it all sort of came 
together. There were an awful lot of 
threads to it.” 

Councillors voted last year to place a 
bench and information board at the spot 
on the riverbank where Millais sat - now 
just within the Surbiton neighbourhood 
borders. It was there he painted the back¬ 
ground to his famous image; Ophelia her¬ 
self being painted in later. 

She was modelled in a bathtub by Eliza¬ 
beth Siddall, 19, who caught suspected 
pneumonia after one session. 

The board and bench were officially un¬ 
veiled last week by mayor Councillor 
Penny Shelton.

School caretaker Neale 
Titchener, who grew up rid¬ 
ing the 65 bus route, is such a 
fan he had the bus tattooed 
on his leg. 

He said: “I have always been 
interested in Routemaster 
buses. 

“Since they disappeared, I 
have been more and more fas¬ 
cinated by them. 

“It is just a fascination I 
have had and never let go. 

“Even the tattooist said he 
had never done anything like 
that.” 

Mr Titchener, who has 
worked at Knollmead Prima¬ 
ry School in Tolworth for 15 
years, went to his old friend 
Dave Lyeach, who runs Nu¬ 
clear in Leatherhead Road, 
Chessington, to get the work 
done. 

He said: “He was quite ex¬ 
cited to do it because it was 
his bus route too.” 

Mr Titchener, 51, who 
grew up in Angus Close, 
Chessington, has even 
planned a landmark life 
event around the classic bus, 


which came as something of 
a surprise to his now-fiancee, 
Sally Mulkerrins. 

He said: “I’m getting mar¬ 
ried in May and we’re all 
going in a Routemaster. 

“I think her reaction was a 
bit shocked [but] it didn’t 
take a lot of explaining and 
persuasion.” 

Mr Titchener said he still 
occasionally rides the her¬ 
itage number 15 service in 
London, which travels from 
Trafalgar Square to Tower 
Hill, “to keep my eye in and 
my leg in, jumping on and off 
the back”. 

Even the tattoo’s number 
plate has significance: 62 
CLT for the year of Mr 
Titchener’s birth, and 
the initials of his chil¬ 
dren Cara and Luke. 

The 65 route was 
introduced in 1934 
and ran from Ealing 
Leatherhead, but was 
later split when the 
71 took over be¬ 
tween Kingston 
and Chess¬ 
ington.

Ikitors to lose jobs as 
planning school axed

Planning courses at Kingston 
University will close and 15 lec¬ 
turers will lose their jobs follow¬ 
ing a consultation with students 
and staff. 

A row over plans to close the 
School of Surveying and Planning 
- now confirmed - led to its head, 
Dr Sarah Sayce, being suspended 
after “trying to rally” students 
and staff in its defence. 

Residential property courses 
will also be withdrawn, along 
with property planning and devel¬ 
opment, art market appraisal, and 
a post-graduate urban design 
course. 

Surveying and real estate cours¬ 
es will move to other faculties, a 


report shown to students and staff 
said. 

A university statement said all 
planning students would be able 
to finish their degrees. 

A student within the school 
said: “It seems like they have done 
what they have had to do, and ev¬ 
erything else they have kept as 
they originally proposed. 

“It seems to say to us: ‘We’ve not 
listened to anything you have 
said.’ It is disheartening. 

“Everything we put to them 
about transferring the school and 
keeping the school together, they 
have ignored.” 

The report said the school “is 
not a good fit” within its faculty, 
which is focused on art and de¬ 
sign. 

The university said 19 full-time 
academic roles would go, with 
those staff having to reapply for 


just four-and-a-half full-time jobs. 

Neil Latham, vice-chancellor for 
corporate affairs, said: “All teach¬ 
ing staff will continue to deliver 
their courses during the reorgani¬ 
sation process and will be eligible 
to apply for the vacancies. 

“All support staff, meanwhile, 
will be redeployed to other parts 
of the university. 

“We are confident that the re¬ 
alignment will ensure our stu¬ 
dents flourish as they work in 
their new faculties, alongside fel¬ 
low students specialising in simi¬ 
lar subject areas.” 

According to a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request, 933 people ap¬ 
plied for undergraduate places in 
the school this academic year, in¬ 
cluding 75 to the property plan¬ 
ning and development course. Of 
those, 67 were offered a place, but 
just 13 enrolled. 


Strikers gather at court to say 
‘probation service not for sale’

Richmond and Kingston proba¬ 
tion workers held a two-day 
strike against plans to privatise 
the service last week. 

Workers at the High Street of¬ 
fice in Kingston protested against 
proposals outlined by Justice 
Secretary Chris Grayling that 
would allow companies to bid for 
probation service contracts. 

Probation worker Janice Baker, 
59, who has been in the service 
for more than 30 years, was 
standing outside Kingston Crown 
Court on Tuesday last week 
handing out leaflets that said 
“Probation not for sale”. 

She said: “This is an 
experiment. 

“How can people who have not 


been trained and whose motive is 
pushing sales guarantee the safe¬ 
ty of the public? 

“It is driven by political dogma 
in the Treasury.” 

The probation service in 
Kingston is for offenders in both 
Richmond and Kingston. 

It is one of 23 delivery units 
in London and supervises 654 
offenders. 

Probation workers from 
Kingston and Richmond went on 
strike on Monday, March 31, be¬ 
fore joining colleagues from 
across the country on a march to 
Westminster the following day. 

It follows recent strikes by 
teachers, firefighters and postal 
workers.

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Murderer attacked security guards in attempted getaway 


Child killer brought 
weapon Into court

A convicted murderer was able to 
smuggle a weapon into a Kingston 
courtroom before escaping from 
three security guards, a report has 
revealed. 

Child killer Richard Kwakye 
managed to hide a “stick” on him 
as he travelled from Pentonville 
prison to a hearing about his child 
at Kingston County Court. 

The report, by Her Majesty’s 
Courts and Tribunals Service 
(HMCTS), says Kwakye eluded 
three Serco guards to run out of 
the hearing, down the main stair¬ 
case and out of the front door into 
St James Road. 

He also pushed a former 
Kingston University student off 
her bike for his attempted getaway 
before being stopped by security 
guards. Two guards received in¬ 
juries in the escape attempt - in¬ 


cluding a guard working for global 
outsourcing firm Mitie, employed 
by the court, who was punched in 
the face with Kwakye’s weapon. 

The Kingston Guardian was able 
to obtain the report following an 
appeal to the Information Com¬ 
missioner’s Office. 

A previous Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request also revealed the 
“stick” was a piece of wood with a 
screw fixed to the end. 

The redacted report states: “He 
punched [redacted] with a wooden 
stick in the face. 

“He appears to have had this 
stick on his person. He then 
fought with one of the Serco 
guards and injured [redacted].” 

Kwakye’s bid for freedom - on 
June 18, 2012 - was witnessed by 
several passing students from 
nearby Kingston College. 

College principal Peter Mayhew- 
Smith said: “If hundreds of pris¬ 
oners had been able to escape it 
would raise serious concerns. 

“But this is one occasion and I 


think it was handled well. 

“I hope the lessons to be learned 
have been learned.” 

A Serco spokesman said: “The 
prisoner had been searched by 
prison staff prior to being placed 
in our custody, followed by a 
second search by our own custody 
officers. During the afternoon 
session, the prisoner made a vio¬ 
lent attempt to escape from court, 
assaulting and injuring members 
of our team who reacted quickly 
to ensure he was recaptured. 

“We conducted a thorough in¬ 
vestigation in conjunction with 
HM Prison Service and HM 
Courts & Tribunals Service. “This 
included an internal review of our 
prisoner escorting procedures 
and we are confident they are safe 
and secure.” 

Kwakye, of Twickenham, is 
serving life for the murder of tod¬ 
dler Siariah Letang, who died in 
an arson attack in Camberwell in 
2010. He received an extra three 
years for the escape attempt.

YOU BET: Commission to address concerns over spread of betting shops 

Betting machines leave 
gamblers £6m in debt

Kingston gamblers lost close 
to £6m on betting machines 
last year, a lobbying group 
has claimed. 

The Campaign for Fairer 
Gambling analysed betting 
companies’ annual reports 
and Gambling Commission 
statistics to estimate the 
figure. 

The group said it meant 
more than 5,000 people had 
lost £1,100 each on average 
in fixed-odds betting ma¬ 
chines. 

This week, the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association (LGA) 
launched a commission to 
address concerns about the 
spread of betting shops in 
high streets. 

The “big five” companies - 
BetFred, William Hill, Coral, 
Ladbrokes and Paddy Power 
- have all signed up to take 
part, the LGA said. 

Kingston Council is one of 
several councils that took 
the decision to lobby the 


Government to change plan¬ 
ning rules, in a bid to make 
it harder to open betting 
shops in vacant bank and es¬ 
tate agent premises. 

In some cases the bookies 
do not need planning per¬ 
mission to open. 

Councillor Simon Jones, 
lead member for sustainabil¬ 
ity, said: “One of the reasons 
we have a concern is over 
the fixed-odds betting ma¬ 
chines that allow people to 
lose a great deal of money 
very quickly.” 

He said the rising number 
of betting shops “drives re¬ 
tail shops off the high street 
and means the high street 
does not have a range of 
goods and services to offer.” 

Conservative leader Coun¬ 
cillor Howard Jones said: 
“We are implacably opposed 
to any more betting shops in 
our high streets and support 
all and any initiatives to 
limit opportunities by 
changes in the planning laws 
and listening to people.”

Does Kingston have some of 
the shortest yellow lines in 
the country? 

It seems at least two desig¬ 
nated no-parking zones in the 
town centre could challenge 
for the title. 

Double yellow lines behind 
Metro Bank and the Wheel¬ 
wright Arms in Clarence 
Street, covering the diagonal 
of a paving stone, have 
caused confusion among 
passersby. 

Oliver English noticed the 
double yellows a few weeks 
ago, and said: “I think it’s 
stupid and a bit pointless. 

“As a motorcyclist the way 
they have made the access 
road look pedestrian is very 
dangerous for pedestrians 
and motorcyclists. The pave¬ 
ment feels slippery underfoot 
and it isn’t immediately obvi¬ 
ous that it is still a road.” 

Meanwhile, online reader 
Beverley RA quipped: “It’s 
obviously to stop Zimmer 
frames parking on corners.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “The short 
lines simply mark the end of 
the no-parking zone indicat¬ 
ed by the lines on either side 
of the road.

“Until recently they extend¬ 
ed along the street which has 
been newly paved by develop¬ 
ers as shared space for pedes¬ 
trians and vehicles.

However, that still doesn’t 
explain the decision to stop 
vehicles stopping outside the 
post box on the other side of 
Clarence Street.

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House prices are 
soaring in London 


House prices have soared in 
London during the first three 
months of the year. 

That's according to the latest 
house price survey from 
Nationwide which says house 
prices in the capital were up 18 
per cent year on year. 

Robert Gardner, Nationwide's 


chief economist said: "Annual 
house price growth continued 
to surge in London, rising to 18 
per cent in the first quarter, the 
highest growth rate since Q1 
2003. 

"Prices in the capital are now 
20 per cent above their 2007 
peak, with the price of a typical 
London home at 
£362,699. 

"Among the English 
regions, the south 
continued to 
outperform the north. 
"Outside of London, 
the Outer Metropolitan 
area was again the 
strongest performing 
region, with annual 
price growth of 10.6 
per cent, whilst the 
north continued to be 
the weakest English 
region, with prices up 
5.9 per cent over the 
year." 



Thirty-somethings make up 
the majority of home buyers 


Thirty-one to 40 year olds are at eight, as both supply and 


in the majority when it comes 
to buying property. 

That’s according to the 
latest report from the 
National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA). 

They make up half of all 
buyers who bought a home in 
February. The number of 
first time buyers also 
continues to improve with 29 
per cent of all homes sold by 
NAEA members being sold to 
this category in February. 

However, these figures were 
recorded alongside a decrease 
in the total number of house 
hunters, with the average 
number registering with 
member agents down 6.2 per 
cent, from 353 in January to 
331 in February. 

This resulted in the average 
number of buyers per 
property remaining the same 


house hunter numbers 
contract. 

NAEA agents also reported 
that the percentage of 
properties sold to people 
purchasing a house using the 
Help-to-Buy equity loan 
scheme remained the same 
month-on-month at an 
average four per cent. 

One in five (22 per cent) 
home buyers were looking to 
relocate, while the average 
length of time it takes to buy 
a property in the UK is 11 
weeks - from sale agreed 
through to completion. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
NAEA, said: “The housing 
market remained strong in 
February with first time 
buyers continuing to turn out 
in force. As confidence in the 
housing market continues to 
rise, NAEA agents expect the 



number of first time buyers 
to remain strong. 

“This confidence may be 
increasing, but the lack of 
properties entering the 
market has slowed 


considerably and is a real 
concern that needs to be 
addressed now - particularly 
for those already on the 
housing ladder who want to 
move onwards.”
